of Egyptian fighter-bombers 
attacked Tel Aviv at dawn 
today and Haganah troops 
shot down one of the six 
planes involved. 
The craft’s Egyptian pilot 
was taken prisoner. 
The 
planes 
dropped 
twelve 
bombs in the port area of the city, 
near the power station, but cas­ 
ualties and damage were light. 
(Reuters quoted broadcasts as 
saying that one person was killed 
and six injured in the bombing). 
Follows Birth Of Nation 
The attack, thought to have been 
made by planes of an Iraq air force 
squadron based in Trans-Jordan, 
came only a few hours after the 
birth of the new Jewish nation. 
It underlined anxiety felt at the 
possibility 
of 
full-scale 
warfare 
with 
surrounding 
Arab 
nations, 
and cast a pall over the celebra­ 
tions of Jewish independence. 
The planes were said to have 
been marked with concentric cir­ 
cles. similar to RAF insignia, ex­ 
cept that they were black and 
green. 
This led to their tentative 
identification as part of the Iraq 
air force.

Rescaed Alive 


SHAMOK1N, Pa.. May 15—GN8»1 
—Two of three miners entombed 
in a flooded anthracite working 
near Shamokin were brought to 
the surface alive today after two 
and a half days of dramatic rescue | 
efforts. 
The 
survivors 
were

Heck. 41. and A rthur Gordon. 32. 
State police said. They immedi­ 
ately were taken by ambulance to 
Shamokin state hospital where Dr. 
Hugh Ward said they were unin­ 
jured but suffering from "expo­ 
sure. fatigue and mild shock." 
Third Miner Swept Away 
Dr. Ward said the men told him 
that the third miner, Charles Ba- 
shore. 36. was caught by the rush 
of water which flooded the mine 
Wednesday 
evening and 
"didn t 
have a chance ”. 
State police reported volunteer 
workers said they would continue 
searching for Bashore’s body. 
The rescue brought to an end 
desperate efforts by dozens of vol­ 
unteers to reach the men who were 
trapped when they apparently cut 
into a flooded abandoned working 
adjoining their own. Heavy rains 
plagued efforts to drain the slope 
mine of an estimated 75 feet of 
water. 
The rescue finally was effected 
by joint efforts of pumping crews 
who drained the pit and diggers 
w-ho tunneled to the trapped men 
from another mine.

Issued By Egypt 


'Holy War' Against New State Of 
Israel la Announced

LONDON. May 15—(INS >—The 
British government was reliably 
reported today to be considering 
following the United States lead in 
extending recognition to the Jew­ 
ish state. 
A foreign office spokesman de­ 
clined to comment on President 
Truman's swift recognition of the 
Stale of Israel. 
Admitting that 
Britain was not informed in ad­ 
vance of the American derision, 
he added:

NEVERTHELESS, it would not yet be wholly wise to sweep Mr. Tru­ 
man up in a corner and strike a match. 
There are several conceivable 
ways by which his popularity could be increased and his prestige re­ 
gained in the five months before November. 
For one thing, this busi­ 
ness of kicking Mr. Truman around may be overdone. 
The most potent 
force in politics is sympathy. 
Once let the people get the notion that 
Mr. Truman ts the underdog, unjustly beaten and stoned by men. 
themselves of little merit and with obviously selfish purposes to serve 
—once let them begin to say. "Hold on, he isn’t as bad as all that, or 
“Wait a minute, that ain’t right"—once let them begin to feel and talk 
like that and despite his inadequacies, Mr. Truman might be elected. 
It is a possibility it does not do altogether to dismiss. 
A good many 
yea n ago, a mayor of Baltimore, with the odds heavily against him. 
was elected largely because his opponents overplayed his conceded 
dumbness. 


AND there are ways by which Mr. Truman himself greatly improve his 
position. 
Right now. for example, there seems an opportunity in the 
recently threatened railroad strike which compelled him to seize the 
railroads to avert a great national calamity. 
In this controveny, union 
bosses representing less than one-tenth the railroad employes, refused 
to arbitrate and rejected the findings of the findings of the President's 
Fact Finding Board. 
This made a mockery of the Railroad Labor Act 
which had worked perfectly for 20 years. 
But It was in accord with 
the pattern set by Mr. Roosevelt in 1941. when, the unions refusing 
to accept its verdict, he recalled his own Emergency Board and through 
White House pressure compelled it to make further concessions to the 
men. 
This effectively scuttled the act, and the scuttling was repeated 
by Roosevelt in 1943. 
It having been demonstrated that more could 
be gained by disregarding the law than in any other way, the union 
bosses naturally have taken that way since. 


FOR a handful of men thus to prove themselves stronger than the 
Government and above the law is a humiliating and degrading spec­ 
tacle. 
It must fill every understanding American citizen with resent­ 
ment and shame. 
Yet, the (dividual citizen is as helpless as the Gov­ 
ernment. 
The effects of a general railroad strike would be so awful 
that there seems no choiee but capitulation. 
Literally, the nation 
could be paralyzed. 
The food supply of the great cities would be cut 
off. 
Complete industrial and economic prostration would ensue. C h a o s 
would occur in a week. 
This is what faced Mr. Truman last week when 
he took over the roads. 
For the time being he has averted the strike, 
but the union bosses still have the weapon by which they can frighten 
the Government into the action they want and hold the nation at their 
mercy. 


SUPPOSE now, Mr. Truman having twice undergone this shameful 
experience, should go to Congress and to the people, in effect, saying 
"This is an intolerable situation. 
1 am a friend of organized labor but 
neither organized labor nor any other group should have the power to 
strangle this nation and coerce its Government. 
These bosses hkVe 
that power and at frequent intervals threaten to use it. 
Its mere pos­ 
session menaces the economic welfare of the country, the very lives of 
our ciUzena and the national security. 
It no longer can be borne. 
No 
such thing as a strike against a public utility should be possible. 
No 
such thing as a strike against municipal, state or Federal government 
should be possible." 


“I ASK the Congress immediately to pass a compulsory* arbitration 
law that forever wlU eliminate these-Jhreats to our existence and take 
away this weapon which makes a small group of men more powerful 
than the Government itself." 
Suppose Mr. Truman should. In the next 
few weeks, say something like that! 
Can anyone doubt that he would 
get an overwhelmingly favorable response from the people and prompt 
action from Congress? 
Further, can anyone doubt that there would 
be a real Increase in Mr. Truman’s popularity and prestige? 
It is an 
intolerable situation. 
Action along these lines Is needed.

HARRISBURG. Mav 19— INS» 
—The Pennsylvania Historical and 
Museum commission is combing 
the country for original documents 
and records or facsimiles attesting 
to the early development of the 
commonwealth. 
The material, much of it on 
microfilm, will be housed in the 
State Museum at Harrisburg. 
The items already marked for 
the collection include reproductions 
of nearly 700 selections from the 
correspondence of Lt. Gen. Thomas 
Gage, commander in rhief of the 
British North American establish­ 
ment from 1765 to 1775. the com­ 
mission reported 
Some papers of Sir Henry 
.in­ 
ton s British headquarters in North 
America from 1/78-1782 and ma­ 
terial from correspondence of Brig 
Gen. Josiah llarmar. U. S. army 
commander in Ohio and Weslern 
Pennsylvania 1785-1791 also will be 
tapped. 
Manuscript Maps 
Manuscript maps of British oper­ 
ations in Pennsylvania during the 
Revolutionary war and maps relat­ 
ing to the French and Indian war 
and early explorations will 
be 
photostated, the commission re­ 
ported. 
The material is available in the 
William L. Clements Library of 
the University of Michigan. 
The Hsmar papers, the greatest 
find, will “fill in annoying and 
discouraging blanks in a crucial 
period of the Pennsylvania story.” 
according to the commission. They 
embrace full details on life in 
Western Pennsylvania frontiers. 
The Gage papers throw new 
light on the development of trade 
and settlement at Pittsburgh in 
correspondence between the gen­ 
eral and provincial governors of 
the state.

We must 
continue to work toward a sound 
system of crop insurance.*’
